Publicity is the orly sure remedy which 
we e.tn now Invol.e. Yx'hat further romer 
di''S nre needed in tho way of govern- 
nur.t.'.l regulation er taxation can only be 
determined after in.l'licity has been ob- 
luiivd by process <.:' law and in the course 
of administration. The first requisite is 
knowledge, full ar.d complete—Knowledge 
whica may be mac; public to the world. 


.Artificial bodies, such as corporations 


and joint stock or other associations de- 
peuiling upon any statutory law for their 
existence or privii>-ircs. should be subject 
to proper governmental supervision, and 
full a:>d accurate information as to their 
operations should IJL. made public regular- 
ly at reasonable intervals. 


The large corporations, commonly called 


trusts, though orgumzed 111 one state, al- 
wa\.s do business in many states, often 
doing very little business in the state 
where they are incorporated. There is 
utter lack of uniformity in the state laws 
about them, and as no state has any ex- 
clusive interest in or power over their 
acts it has in practice proved impossible 
to get adequate regulation through state 
action. Therefore in the interest of the 
whole' people the nation should, without 
interfering with the power of the states 
in the matter itseir. also assume power of 
supervision and regulation over all corpo- 
ratic:is doing an interstate business. This 
is especially true where the corporation 
derives a portion of its wealth from the 
existence of some monopolistic element or 
tendency in its business. There would be 
no hardship in such supervision. Banks 
are subject to it, and in their case it is 
now accepted as a simple matter of 
course. Indeed it is probable that super- 
vision of corporations by the national gov- 
ernment need not go so far a.s is now the 
case with the supervision exercised over 
them by so conservative a. state as Mas- 
sachusetts in orccr to produce excellent 
results. 


"Would Frame a. Feflersl Ijtnv. 


"vThen the constitution was adopted, at 


the end of the eighteenth century, no hu- 
man wisdom could foretell the sweeping 
changes, alike in industrial and political 
conditions, which were to take place by 
the beginning of the t—cntieth century. 
At that time it was accepted as a matter 
of course that the several states were the 
proper authorities to regulate so far as 
was then necessary the comparatively in- 
significant and strictly localized corporate 
bodies of the day. The conditions arc r^fiw 
wholly different,, and wholly different' ac- 
tion is called for. I believe that :-L law 
can be framed Svhich. will, enable -tlie na- 
tional government" to exercise control 
along the lines above .indicated, profiting 
by th3 experience gained through the pas- 
sase and administration of the interstate 
commerce act. If, howcv-r, the judgment 
of tho congress is that It/lacks the consti- 
tutional power 10 pasp , such an act, then 
a constitutional am ..lament should bs 
submitted to confer.' the power. 


There should be treated a cabinet offi- 


cer, to be knov.-ij as secretary of com- 
merce and industries, as provided in the 
bill introduced at the last session of the 
congress.

Chinese Exclusion. 


"With the sole exception of the farming 


interr«t, no one -matter is of such vital 
moment to our whole people as Uic wel- 
fare of tho \vas,eworkers. If ths farmer 
and the wageworker are weii off, it is ab- 
soliueiy c"rcain that all others will be 
well off too. It is therefore a matter for 
heartj- congratulation that on the whole 
wages aie higher today in the "United 
States than over before in our history 
and far higher than in any other country. 
The standard of living is also higher than 
ever before. Every effort of legislator 
and administrator should be bent to se- 
cure tho permanency of this condition of 
things and iis 'mprovement wherever pos- 
sible. Xot o'll;. inust our labor be protect- 
ed by the tariff, but it should also be pro- 
tected so far as it is possible from the 
presence in th:s country of any laborers 
brought over by contract or of those who.

Our present immigration laws are un- 


satisfactory. \Ye need every honest and 
efiicient immigrant fitted to'"-become an 
American citizen, every immigrant who 
comes here to stay, who brings here a. 
strong body, a stout heart, a good head 
ard a resolute purpose to clo his duty well 
in every way and to bring up Ills children 
as lav/ abiding and God fearing members 
of the community. But there should be a 
comprehensive law enacted with the ob- 
ject of working a threefold improvement 
over our present system. First we should 
aim to exclude absolutely not only all per- 
sons who are known to be believers in an- 
archistic principles or members of anarch- 
istic societies, but also all persons who 
are of a low moral tendency 01- of unsa- 
vory reputation. 
This means that we 


should rsqxiiro a more thorough system, of 
inspection abroad and a more rigid sys- 
tem of examination at our immigration 
ports, the former being especially neces- 
sary. 


The second object of a proper immigra- 


tion lav/ oxight to be to secure by a care- 
ful and not merely perfunctory education- 
al test some intelligent capacity to appre- 
ciate American institutions and adt sane- 
ly as American citizens.' This would not 
keep out all anarchists, for many of them 
belong to the intelligent criminal class, 
but it would do- -what is also in point—that 
is, tend to decrease the sum of ignorance 
so potent ^.n producing tho envy, suspi- 
cion, malignant passion and hatred of or- 
der oyobf which anarchistic sentiment in- 
evj'.ably 
springs. 
• Finally all 
persons 


,,-riould be excluded who are below a cor- 
iain standard of economic fitness to enter 
our industrial field as competitors with 
American labor. There should be proper 
proof of personal capacity to earn an 
American living and enough money to in-, 
sure a decent start under American condi- 
tions. This would stop the influx of cheap 
labor and the resulting competition which 
gives rise to so much of bitterness in 
American industrial life, and it would dry- 
up the springs of the pestilential social 
conditions in our great cities where an- 
archistic organizations have their great- 
est possibility cf growth. 


Both the educational and economic tests 


in a wise immigration lav.- should be de- 
signed to protect and elevate the general 
body, politic and social. A very close su 
pervision should be exercised over the 
steamship companies which mainly bring 
over the immigrants, and they should be 
held to a strict accountability for any in- 
fraction of the law. 


The Tai-iff. 


There is general acquiescence in our 


present tariff system as a national policy. 
The first requisite to our prosperity is the 
continuity and stability of this economic 
policy. 
Nothing could b& more unwise 


than to disturb the business interests of 
the countrj- by any general tariff Chang's 
at this time. 
Doubt, apprehension, un- 


certainty, are exactly what we most wish 
to avoid in the interest of our commercial 
and material wall being. Our experience 
in the past has shown that sweeping revi- 
sions of the tariff are apt to produce con- 
ditions clossly approaching panic in the 
business world. Yet it is not only possi- 
ble, 
but eminently desirable, to combine 


with the stability of our economic sys- 
tem a supplementary system of reciprocal 
benefit and obligation with other nations. 
Such reciprocity is an incident ancl result 
of the firm establishment and preservation 
of our present economic policj-. 
It was 


specially provided for in the present tariff 
law. 


Reciprocity must be treated as the hand- 


maiden of protection. Our first dut3>- is to 
see that the protection granted by the tar- 
iff 'in every case where it is needed is 
maintained and that reciprocity "oe sought 
for so far as it can safely be done without 
injury to our home industries. Just how 
far this is must be determined according 
to the individual case, remembering al- 
ways that every application of our tariff 
policy to meet our shifting national needs 
must be conditioned upon the cardinal 
fact that the dutie-s must nevcr be re- 
duced below the point that will cover the 
difference between the labor cost here and 
abroad. The well being of tho wagework- 
c- is a prime consideration of our entire 
policy of economic legislation. 


Subject to this proviso of th? proper 


protection necessary 
to our industrial 


well being at home the principle of reci- 
procity must command our hearty sup- 
port. 
The phenomenal growth of our 


export tracls emphasizes the urgency of 
the need for wider markets and for a lib- 
eral policy in dealing with foreign na- 
tions. Whatever is merely petti- and vex- 
atious in the way of trade restrictions 
should be avoided. 
The customers to 


whcm we dispose of our surplus products 
In the long run directly or inlircct'ly pur- 
chase those- surplus products by giving us 
Eorr.othing in return 
Their ability to pur- 


chase our products should as far as pos- 
sible bf? secured by so arrnncrin^r our far 
iff as to enable us to take from them 
these products which we can use without 
harm :o oar own industriL-s -»nd labor or 
the use of which will be of markid bc-ne- 
Ht tr> us. 


It is most important thr.t we shot:!,! 


nai'ltAin tho high 1'jvel of o;:r present 
nresperity. 
V\"e have now re.iehed the 


nnir.: in the d< veK.pnont of our interest1: 
tvae-rc we aro not unlv able to supply OIT 
own markets, but to produce a constantly 
growing surplus fir which we must find 
markets aoioad. To secure thise markets 
we can utilize existing duties in any casa

where the arti"!e is not produced hr-re 
and the duty is no longer necessary for 
revenue-, stt giving us something to offer 
in exchange for what w« 2.=k 
The cor- 


diai relations with other nations which 
arc so dosira&le will naturally be pro- 
moted by the couise thus required by our 
own interests. 


The natural line of development for.al 


jKflicy of reciprocity will be in connc'.-tion 
with those of our productions which no 
longer require all of. the support once 
needed to establish them upon a soun.l 
basis, and with those others v.-here either 
because of natural or of economic causes 
we are beyond the rer.l't of successful 
competition. 
1 ask the attention of tne senate to the 


reciprocity, treaties laid before it by my 
predecessor. 


Merchant Marine. 


The condition of the American merchant 


marine is such as to call for immediate 
remedial action by the congress. It is dis- 
creditable to us as a nation that our 
merchant marine should be utterly insig- 
nificant in comparison with that of other 
nations which we overtop in other forms 
of business. We should not longer submit 
to conditions under which only a trifling 
portion of our great commerce is carried 
in our own ships. To remedy this state of 
things would not merely serve to build 
up our shipping interests, but it would 
also result in benefit to all who are inter- 
ested in the permanent'establishment of a 
wider market for American products and 
would provide au auxiiiaiy lorce lor the 
navy. Ships work for their own countries 
just as railroads work for their terminal 
points. Shipping lines, if established to 
the principal countries with which we 
have dealings, world fee of political as 
well as commercial benefit. From every 
standpoint it is unwise for the United 
States to continue to rely upon the ships 
of competing nations for the distribution 
of our goods. It should be made advan- 
tageous to carry American goods in 
American built ships. • 


At present American shipping is unde!- 


certain great disadvantages when put in 
competition with the shipping of foreign 
countries. 
Many of the fast foreign 


steamships, at a spec-d of fourteen knots 
or above, are subsidized, and all our 
ships, sailing vessels and steamers alike, 
cargo carriers of slow speed and mail 
carriers of high speed, have to meet the 
fact tiiat^- t-ie original cost of building 
American ships is greater than is the 
case abroad, that the wages paid Ameri- 
can officers and seamen are very much 
higher than those paid the officers and 
seamen of foreign competing countries 
and that the standard of living on our 
ships is far supsrior to the standard of 
living on the ships of our commercial ri- 
vals. 


Our government should take such action 


as will remedy these inequalities. The 
American merchant marine should be re- 
stored to the ocean. 


Financial. 


The act of March 14. 1900, intended un- 


equivocally to establish gold as the stand- 
ard money ami to maintain at a parity 
therewith all fcrms of money medium in 
use with us, has been shown to be timely 
anel judicious. The price of our go v.. ru- 
men t bonds in tho world's market when 
compared with the price of similar obli- 
gations issued by other nations is a llat- 
tc-ring tribute to our public credit. This 
condition it is evidently desirable to main- 
tain. 


in many respects the national banking 


law furnishes sufficient liberty for the 
proper exercise of the banking function, 
but tlicrc seems to be need of better safe- 
guards against the deranging influence of 
commercial crises and linancial panics. 
Moreover, the currency of the country 
should be made responsive to the demands 
of c::r domestic trade and commerce. 


The collections from duties on imports 


and internal taxes continue to exceed the 
ordinary expenditures of the government, 
thaii!:s mainly to ths reduced army ex,- 
penditures. 
The utmost care should be 


taken, not to reduce the revenues so that 
there will be any possibility of a deficit, 
but after providing against any such con- 
tingency means should be adopted which 
will bring the revenues more nearly -,-ith- 
in the limit of our actual needs. In his re- 
port to the congress the secretary of the 
treasury- considers all these questions -at 
length, and I a sic your attention to the re- 
port and recommendations. 


i call special attention to the need of 


strict economy in expenditures. The fact 
that our national needs forbid us to be 
niggardly in providing whatever is actu- 
ally necessary to our well being should 
make us doubly careful to husband our 
national resources as each of us husbands 
his private resources by scrupulous.avoid- 
ance of anything like wasteful or reckless 
expenditure. Only by avoidance of spend- 
ing money on what is needless or unjusti- 
fiable can we legitimately keep our in- 
come to the point required to meet our 
needs that are genuine1. 


The Interstate Comancrce Lavr. 


In }<iS7 a measure was enacted for the 


regulation of interstate railv/ays, com- 
monly known as the interstate commerce 
act. The cardinal provisions of that act 
were that railway rates should be just 
Enrl reasonable and that all shippers, lo- 
calities and commodities should be ac- 
corded equal treatment. A commission 
was created and endowed with what were 
supposed to be tho neeessarj- powers to 
execute the provisions of this act. 


That law was largely an experiment. 


Experience has shown the wisdom of its 
purposes, but has also shown possibly 
that some of its requirements are wrong, 
certainly that the means devised for the 
enforcement of its provisions are defe.'-- 
tive. Those who complain of the manage- 
ment of the railways allege that estab- 
lished rates are not maintained, that re- 
hates and similar devices are habitually 
resorted to, that these preferences are 
usually in favor of the largo shipper, that 
they drive out of business the smaller 
competitor, that while many rates are too 
low many others are excessive and that 
gross preferences arc made affecting both 
localities and commodities. Upon the oth- 
er hand, the railways assert that the law 
by its very terms tends to produce many 
of thsse illegal practices by depriving car- 
riers of that right of concerted action 
which they claim is necessary to estab- 
lish and maintain nondiscriminating rates. 


The act should be amended. The rail- 


way is a. public servant. Its rates should 
be just to ar.d open to all sb;M>cre tlike. 
The government should sea is If that 
within its jurisdiction this 59 so and 
should provide a speedy, inexpensive and 
effective remedy to that end. At the same- 
time it must not be forgotten that our 
railways are the arteries through which 
the commercial Jifcblooci of this nation 
flows. Xothing could bo more foolish than 
the enactment of legislation which would 
unnecessarily interfere with the develop- 
ment and operation of these commercial 
agencies. The subject is one of great im- 
portance and calls for the earnest atten- 
tion of the congress. 


Agriculture. 


The department of agriculture durin? 


ths past fifteen years has steadily broad- 
ened it? work on economic lines and 
has accomplished results of real value in 
upbuilding ciome.stic and foreign trade. 
Tt has gone into new fields until it is now 
in touch with all sections of oar country 
ar.il with two of the island groups that 
have lately come under our jurisdiction, 
whose people iritist look to agriculture a? 
n livelihood. It is searching tl'.e world for 
grains, grasses, fruits and ve-jjetables spe- 
cially fitted for introduction into locali- 
ties in the several states and territories 
where they may add materially to our r»- 
sources. By scientific attention to soil sur- 
vey and pw-sible new crops, to breeding of 
new varieties of plants, to experimental 
shipments, to animal industry anel applied ', 
chemistry, very practical aid has been 
given our farming and stock growing in- 
terests. The products of the farm have 
taken an unprecedented place in our ex- 
port trade during- the /ear that has lust 
c)o?;-d» 


Protection of Forest Reserves. 


Public opinion throughout the United ; 


States hps moved steadily toward a just ' 
appreciation of the 
value of forests, i 


whether planted or of natural growth, I 
The great part played by them In the ere- 


ation and maintenance of tho national 
wealth is now more iully realized tnaa 
erer before. 
Wise forest protection does not mean 
the 
withdrawal of forest resources, 
whether of wood, water or grass, iron* 
contributing their full share to the wel- 
fare of the people, but, on the contrary. 
gives the assurance' of larger and more 
certain supplies. The fundamental idea 
of forestry is the perpetuation of forests 
by use. Forest protection is not an end 
of itself: it is a means to increase and 
sustain the resources of our country and 
the industries which depend upon them. 
The preservation of our forests is an im- 
perative business necessity. 
"We have 
come to see clearly that whatever de- 
stroys the forest except to make way for 
agriculture threatens our well being. 
The practical usefulness of the national 
forest reserves to the 'mining, grazing, ir- 
rigation and other interests of the regions 
in which the reserves lie has led to a 
widespread demand by the people of the 
west for their protection and extension. 
The forest reserves will inevitably be of 
still greater use in the future than in the 
past. Additions should be made to them 
r.'honever practicable, and their use-ful- 
ness should be increased by a thoroughly 
businesslike management. 
At present the protection of the forest 
reserves rests with the general land office, 
the mapping and description of their tim- 
ber with the United States geological sur- 
vey and the preparation of plans for their 
conservative use with the burteau of 
for- 
estry, which is also charged with the 
gen- 
eral advancement of practical forestry in 
the United States. These various func- 
tions should be united in the. bureau of 
forestry, to which they properly belong. 
The present diffusion of responsibility is 
bad from every standpoint. It prevents 
that effective co-operation between the 
government and the men who utilize the 
resources of the reserves without which 
the interests of both must suffer. The 
scientific bureaus generally should be put 
under the department of agriculture. The 
president should have by law the power 
of transferring lands for use as forest re- 
serves to the department of agriculture. 
He already has such power in the case of 
lands needed by the departments of war 
and the navy. 


Irrigation. 


The wise administration of the forest 


reserves will be not less helpful to the in- 
terests which depend on water than to 
those which depend on wood and grass. 
The water supply itself depends upon the 
forest. In the arid region-it is water, not 
land, which measures production. 
The 


western half of the United States would 
sustain a population greater than that of 
our whole country today if the waters 
that now run to waste were saved and 
used for irrigation. The forest and water 
problems are perhaps tha most vital in- 
ternal questions of the United States. 


Certain of the forest reserves should 


also be made preserves for the wild forest 
creatures. All of the reserves should be 
better protected from fires. Many of them 
need special protection because of the 
great injury done by live stock, above all 
by sheep. The increase in deer, elk and 
other animals in the Yellowstone park 
shows what may be expected when other 
mountain forests are properly protected 
by law and properly guarded. Some of. 
these areas have been so denuded of sur- 
face vegetation by overgrazing that the 
ground breeding birds, including groxise 
and quail, and many mammals,, including 
cieer, have been exterminated or driven 
away. At the same time the water stor- 
ing capacity ef the surface has been de- 
creased or destroyed, thus promoting 
floods in times of rain and diminishing the 
flow of streams between rains. 


In cases where natural conditions have 


been restored for a few years vegetation 
has again carpeted the ground, birds and 
deer are corning back, and hundreds of 
persons, especially from tho immediate 
neighborhood, come each summer to en- 
joy the privilege* of camping. Some at 
least of tlie forest reserves should afford 
perpetual protection to the native fauna 
and flora, sa^fe havens of refuge to oils 
rapidly diminishing wild animals of the 
larger'kinds and free camping grounds for 
the ever increasing numbers of men a:»d 
women who have learned to find rest, 
health and recreation in the splendid for- 
ests ancl .Sower clad meadows of our 
mountains/ The forest reserves should be 
set apart forever for the use and benefit 
of our people as a. whole and not sacrificed 
to the shortsighted greed of a few. 


The forests are natural reservoirs. By 


restraining the streams in1 flood and re- 
plenishing them in drought they make 
possible the use of waters 
otherwise 


wasted. They prevent the soil from wash- 
ing and so protect the storage reservoirs 
from filling up with. silt. Forest conserva- 
tion is therefore an essential condition of 
water conservation- 


Storage "Works Kecessary. 


The forests alone cannot, however, fully ' 


regulate and conserve the waters of the 
arid region. Great storage works are nec- 
essary to equalize the flow of streams and 
to save the flood waters. Their construc- 
tion has been conclusively shown to be an 
undertaking too vast for private effort. 
Nor can it be best accomplished by the in- 
dividual states acting alone. Farreaching 
interstate problems are involved, and tha 
resources of single states would often be 
inadequate. 
It is properly a national 


function, at least in some of its features. 
It is as right for the national government 
to make the streams and rivers of the 
arid region useful by engineering works 
for water storage as to make useful tha 
rivers and harbors of the humid region by 
engineering works of another kind. The. 
storing of the floods in reservoirs at the 
headwaters of our rivers is but an en- 
largement of our present policy of river 
control under which levees are built on 
the IP r.-er reaches of the same streams. 


The government should construct and 


maintain these reservoirs as it does other 
public works. Where their purpose is to 
regulate the flow of streams the water 
should be turned freely into the channels 
in the dry season to take the same course 
under the same laws as the natural flow. 


The reclamation of the unsettled arid 


public lands presents a different problem. 
Here it is not enough to regulate the flow 
of streams. The object of the government 
is to dispose of the land to settlers who 
will build homes upon it 
To accomplish 


this object water must be brought within 
their reach. 


The pioneer settlers on the arid public 


domain chose their homes along streams 
from which they could themselves divert 
the water to reclaim their holdings. Such 
opportunities are practically gone. There 
remain, however, vast areas of public 
land which can be made available for 
homestead settlement, but only by reser- 
voirs and main line canals impracticable 
for private enterprise. 
These irrigation 


works should be built by the national 
government. The 
lands 
reclaimed 
by 


them should be reserved by the govern- 
ment for actual settlers, and the cost of 
construction should so far as possible 
be repaid by the land reclaimed. Tha 
distribution of the water, the division of 
the streams among irrigators. should be 
left to the settlers themselves in conform- 
ity with state laws and without interfer- 
ence with those laws or with vested 
rights. 
The policy of the national gov- 


ernment should be to nid irrigation in the 
several states and territories in such man- 
ner as will enable the people in the local 
communities to help themselves and as 
will stimulate needed reforms in the state 
laws and regulations governing irrigation, 


Will Enrich the Whole Country. 
The reclamation and settlement of the 
arid lands will enrich every portion of 
our country, just as the settlement of the 
Ohio and Mississippi valleys brought 
prosperity to the Atlantic states. 
The 


increased demand for manufactured arti- 
cles will stimulate industrial production, 
while wider home markets and the trade 
of Asia will consume the larger food

pensation to the public is open to all the 
objections which apply to giving away 
perpetual franchises to the public xitilitias 
of cities. A .few of the western states 
have already recognized this and have in- 
corporated in their constitutions^the doc- 
trine of perpetual state ownership of wa- 
ter. 


The benefits which have followed the 


unaided development of the past justify 


- the nation's, aid and co-operation in tha 


more difficuMrand important work yet to 
be accomplished. Laws so vitally affect- 
ing homes as th,O3e.which, .control ths wa- 
ter supply will only be effective wlien 
they have th'e sanction of the jbrrigators; 
reforms can only be final and satisfactory 
when they come through "the enlighten- 
ment of the people most concerned. The 
larger development which national aid in- 
sures should, however, awaken in every 
•arid state the determination to make its 
irrigation system equal in justice and ef- 
fectiveness that of any country in the civ- 
ilized world. Nothing could be more un- 


- wise than for isolated communities to 


continue to learn everything experimen- 
tally ^instead of profiting by what is al- 
ready known else'where. We are dealing 
with a new and momentot's question in 
tbe pregnant years while institutions are 
forming, and what we do will affect not 
only the present but future generations. 
.'Our aim .should be not simply to reclaim 
the largest area of land and provide 
homes for the largest number of people, 
but to create for this new industry the 
best possible social and industrial condi- 
tions, and this requires that we not only 
•understand the existing situation, but 
avail ourselves of the best experience of 
the time in the' solution of its problems. 
A careful study should be made both by 
the nation and the states of the irrigation 
laws and conditions ' here and abroad 
Ultimately it will probably be necessary 
for the nation to co-operate with the sev- 
eral arid states in proportion as these 
states by their legislation and administra- 
.tion show thern'selves fit to receive it. 


Hawaii and Porto Rico. 


In Hawaii our aim must be to develop 


'the territory on the traditional American 
lines. We do not wish a region of large 


^estates tilled by cheap labor. We wish a 


healthy American community of men 
who themselves till the farms they own. 
All our legislation for the islands should 
be shaped with this.end in view. The well 
being of tie average homemaker must 
afford the true test of the healthy devel- 
opment of the islands. The land policy 
should as nearly as possible be modeled 
on our homestead system. 


It is a pleasure to say that it is hardly 


more necessary to report as to Porto Rico 
than as to any state or territory within 
our, continental 
limits. 
The island is 


thriving as never before, and it is being 
administered efficiently and honestly. Its 
people are now enjoying liberty and order 
under the protection of th'e "United States, 
and upon this fact we congratulate them 
and ourselves. Their material welfare 
mus't be as carefully and jealously consid- 
ered as the welfare of any other portion 
of our country. We have given them the 
great gift of free access for their products 
to the markets of the tTnlted States. I ask 
the at'tention of the congress to the need 
of legislation concerning the public lands 
of Porto'Rico.

Cuba and the Philippine*.

Snch instances have 
already .occurred- In,other words, there 
is not the slightest chance of our failing 
to show a sufficiently humanitarian spirit.

The Chinese Situation. 


Owing to the rapid growth of our power 


and our interests on the Pacific, whatever 
happens in China must be of the keenest 
national concern to us- 
The general terms of the settlement of 
the questions growing out of the antilor- 
eign uprisings in China of 1900. having 
been formulated in a joint note addressed 
to China by the representatives of the in- 
jured powers in December last, were 
promptly accepted by the Chinese govern- 
ment. After protracted conferences the 
plenipotentiaries of the several powers 
were able to sign a final protocol with the 
Chinese plenipotentiaries on the 7th of 
last September, setting forth the meas- 
ures taken by China in compliance with 
the demands of the joint note and ex- 
pressing their satisfaction therewith.

will be laid before the congress, with a re- 
port of the plenipotentiary on behalf of 
the United States,-Mi-. William Woodville 
Rockliill, to whom high praise is due for 
the tact, good judgment and energy he 
..has displayed in ".performing an exceptiou-

. "Ehe agreement, -reached • disposes in a 
manner satisfactory to the powers of the 
variovs grounds of complaint and will 
contribute 'materially to better future rs- 
lations between China and the powers. 
Reparation has been made by China for 
the murder of foreigners during the up- 
rising, and punishment has been inflicted 
on the officials. however high in rank, 
recognized as responsible for or having 
participated in the outbreak. Official ex- 
aminations haie been forbidden for a pe- 
riod of five years in all cities in which 
foreigners have been murdered or cruelly 
treated, and edicts have beo:i JSFued mak- 
ing all officials directly responsible for the 
future safety of foreigners and for the 
suppression of violence against them. 
Provisions have been made for instiling 
the future safety of the foreign repre- 
sentatives in Peking by setting aside for 
their exclusive -use a quarter of the city 
which the powers can make defensible 
and in which they can if neressary main- 
tain permanent military guards, by dis- 
mantling the military works between the 
capital and the sea. and by allowing the 
temporary maintenance of foreign mili- 
tary posts along tlUs line. An edict has 
been Issued by the emperor of China pro- 
hibiting for two years the importation of 
arms and ammunition into China. China 
has agreed to pay adequate Indemnities 
to the states. Societies and individuals 
for the losses sustained by them and for 
the expenses of the military expeditions 
pent by the various powers to protect life 
and restore order.
